PLAN TO TAKE PACTS 
TO U. N. ATTACKED 


President Truman was referred 
to as “a stabber in the back” and 
“an open shopper” by leaders of 
Terminal Railroad engineers and 
trainmen yesterday afternoon at 
a meeting officially terminating 
the two-day strike of 2200 Ter- 
minal engineers and trainmen. A 


total of 8500 engineers and train- 
men employed by 28 railroads and 
the Terminal in the St. Louis 
area participated in the strike. 

The meeting, at Jeffla Hall, was 
addressed by Charles J. Jenkins, 
brotherhood chairman for the 
trainmen, and Edward P. Del- 
worth, chairman for engineers. 
Another speaker was Edward F. 
Stephens, chairman for Terminal 
firemen, who were not on strike. 
The attendance was small, because 
thost of the men were already 
back at work. 

“Lined Us Up Against Wall.” 

“Well, boys, it’s all over,” Jen- 
Kins told the several hundred men 
present when the meeting began. 
“TY don’t know what we got—if 
anything—or what's coming. It 
doesn’t seem as if we got very 
much—2% cents more an hour 
than the negotiators were going 
to give us, and our rules are 
shackled for a year. 

“But I do know we gave this, 
country the biggest thing since 
the Civil War. Instead of getting 
credit far what we did- for the 
way we were able to go out and 
tie up the whole country in a 
way it had riever deen done be- 
fore—they lined us up against the 
wall, pointed a bayonet at us and 
said: ‘If you don’t work on our 
terms we'll run it through you.’ 
That’s really what it amounted 
to.” 

Loud applause greeted remarks 
by Jenkins and by Delworth, who 
spoke later, that “Truman listened | 
to the dollar sigh; the Wall Street 
bankers and the railroads.” 

“We're through with Harry Tru- 
man,” Delworth said. “He's had 
his day and, just remember, we're 
going to have ours. He told us 
to put it in our pipe and smoke it. 
We'll put it in our pipes and 
smoke it om election day.” 

Jenkins added: “I don’t say we 
should go Communist or anything 
like that, but I'll vote Socialist, 
Republican or anything else be- 
fore rll vote for Harry Truman 


Hopes for Defeat of Bill. 

Jenkins expressed the hope that 
the President’s request for strike 
legislation, which he termed “anti- 
labor,” would not be accepted By 
Congress. He asserted that “la- 
bor received a stab in the back 
yesterday from that open-shopper 
Truman.” 

“I've been hurt deep down in 
my heart,” he said. “We feel we 
did our part for the Government 
and for the public and for the 
boys over there during the war, 
but the Government has turned 
against us and there is nothing 
eles to do.” 

Delworth and Jenkins stood 
side by side on the speakers’ plat- 
form during the 50-minute meet- 
ing. In back of them were two 
crossed American flags painted on 
the wall. From the applause it 
appeared that the fiery Jenkins 
and the-+less emotional Delworth 
were expressing the sentiments of 
the audience. 

They asked Stephens to say a 
few words to the men, stating 
they were certain he did not feel 
as did the national head of his 
union that the strike was unjus-

WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP)—

Green declared in a statement 
that the AFL will resist the legis- 
lation, already passed by the 
House and now before the Sen- 
ate, “to its last breath.” He said 


the same opposition will be thrown 
against the Case labor disputes 
bill, 

The White House reported today 
that the Presidents had no com- 
ment on the avowed intention of 
A. F. Whitney to use the resources 
of the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen to defeat Truman if he 
should run for a second term, 

After losing to Truman in the 
railroad strike, Whitney, before 
leaving for Cleveland last night, 
told a reporter his union had $47,- 
000,000 in its treasury and he 
would use it all if necessary to 
“beat Truman.” He said $2,500,- 
000 had been set aside to oppose 
Congressmen voting for restrictive 
legislation. 

Green said. the measure, re- 
quested by President Truman at 
a joint session of Congress Satur- 
day, “ranges the Government on 
the side of private industry 
against labor.” 

Green’s Statement. 

Green's statement said: 

“The American Federation of 
Labor cautions Congress and the 
President to take time out to con- 
sider carefully before going ahead 
with this program. If it is put 
into effect, Fascism gpay grip 
America unawares, 

“Even the effects of a nation- 
wide strike on a vital industry 
could not be as permanently dis- 
astrous to our economy or to the 
American way of life as slave la- 
bor and the nationalization of 
industry. Yet these are the in- 
evitable outcomes of the proposed 
legislation. 

“To compel free workers to re- 
main on the job against their 
will by. drafting them into the 
armed fortes and making them 
subject to court-martial if they 
refuse is slave labor under 
Fascism. 

“To seize private industry and 
operate it as long as no agreement 
is reached on a new labor con- 
tract constitutes nationalization of 
industry, not under Socialism, but 
under Fascism.” 

Green asserted that the Case 
bil) as approved by the House and 
amended by the Senate represents 
the “worst type of vengeful and 
hysterical legislation.” Its approval 
by the Senate Saturday night — 
despite Truman’s request for de- 
lay on permanent labor legisla- 
tion—-has already “wrecked” half

WASHINGTON, May -27- (AP)— 
The Supreme Court decided today 


that veterans do not have “super- 
seniority” rights to their prewar 
jobs. 

The decision came on a suit by 
Abraham Fishgold, a Brooklyn 
(N.Y.) welder and war veteran. 

He. contended that under the 
Selective Service Act he was en- 
titled to regular work for one 
year on his old job with the Sul- 
livan Drydock and Repair Corp.— 
even though that would require 
laying off a non-veteran worker 
with greater seniority. 

Justice Douglas. delivered - the 
court’s 6-to-l1 decision. Justice 
Black wrote a dissent. Justice 
Jackson took no part in the case. 

The Justice Department 
appealed on behalf of Fishgold, 
contending that Congress intend- 
ed a veteran to have. unlimited 
right to one year’s re-employment 
at his old job, regardless of senior- 
ity or greater skill of other work- 
ers who did not go into the serv- 
ice,

(3), arbitration to fix wage scales 
in strikes requiring Government 
seizures; (4). the loss of seniority 
rights for workers persisting in 
striking against the Government. 

Profit-Seizure Criticized. 


Several Senators privately crit- 
icized the idea of having profits 
go to the Treasury. One Demo- 
cratic lawmaker, who would not 
be quoted directly, declared: “This 
means the nationalization of in- 
dustry.” 

The injunction clause likewise 
appeared certain to draw fire 
works, so the prospect was that 
numerous amendments would be 
offered before fina] action. 

How the Senate will line up in 
the fight stirred lively speculation 
and set the capital restudying the 
49-29 vote by which it passed the 
stringent labor disputes measure, 
much along the lines of the Case 
strike-control bill already approved 
by the House.

Being Considered by Congress 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP)— 
Three major labor proposals now 
are pending in Congress. They 
are: 

1, President Truman’s person- 
ally-requested emergency legisla- 
tion, passed last Saturday by the 
House and now before the Senate. 
It contains these provisions: 

(A.) Authority for the Presi- 
dent to draft into the armed 
forces any individuals necessary 
to run plants. operated by the 
Government but closed or slowed- 
down by strikes or other work 
stoppages. 

(B.) Loss of 4seniority and re- 
employment rights and other 
Wagner Act protections for any 
worker striking against a Gov- 
ernment-operated industry. 

(C.) Fines and imprisonment 
for labor and management of- 
ficials interfering with resump- 
tion of work in Government-oper- 
ated plants. 

(D.) Authority for federal 
courts to allow injunctive relief 
to prohibit interference with fed- 
eral operation. 

House’s Case Bill, 


2, The so-called Case bil] passed 
the House on Feb. 7. Its 
major provisions: 

(A.) Creation of a federal medi- 
ation board with authority to step 
in major labor disputes and 
forbid strikes or lockouts for 30 
days while it seeks to solve them. 
The board would include repre- 
sentatives of labor, management 
and the public. 

(B.) Provision for civil suits 


against either labor or manage- 
ment for breach of contract. 

(C.) Loss of bargaining rights 
for anyone engaged in violence 
while picketing. 

(D.) A prohibition against sec- 
ondary boycotts to force disput- 
ants to come to terms. Violators 
would face Joss of bargaining and 
re-employment rights. 

(E.) A_ prohibition against 
unionization of supervisory work- 
ers unless they actually perform 
manual productive labor. 

Senate’s Case Bill. 

8.. The Case bill as passed last 
Saturday by the Senate. Major 
provisions of this measure: 

(A.) A bar against employer 
contributions to worker - welfare 
funds administered exclusively by 
unions, 

(B.) Creation of fact - finding 
boards to undertake peaceful set- 
tlement of major labor disputes. 

(C.) A prohibition against un- 
ions of supervisory workers. 

(D.) A mandatory 60-day cool- 
ing off-period before a strike may 
be called in a major industry, the 
60 days to be used in an effort 
to settle the controversy. 

(E.) . Severe penalties for work- 
ers interfering with movement of 
goods in interstate commerce. 
This provision embodies terms of 
the House-passed “anti-racketeer- 
ing bill.” 

Unless the House accepts the 
Senate changes in the Case bill, 
that measure eventually will go 
to a comference of Senate and 
House members in an effort to ad- 
just the differences between the 
two branches.

be known.

Even figures of costs to the 
railroads themselves in such items 
as reduced carloadings were not 
yet compiled, Statisticians of the 
American Association of Railroads 
were occupied with details of the 
strike late in the week. 

An Office of Defense Transpor- 
tation official said no property 
damage resulted from the strike 
and that the country’s financial 
loss is “one of those things it 
would be hard to estimate in dol- 
lars and cents.” 

(A spokesman for the Civilian 
Production Administration said it 
would take several days to arrive 
at even an estimate “and then it 
wouldn't be right.”

the telegram said. 

Presidents of six loca. unions of 
the CIO United Electrical, Radio 
and Machine Workers, represent- 
ing thousands of Chicago workers 
declared: 

“The legislative proposals as pre- 
sented by President Truman to the 
joint session of* both Houses of 
Congress can only be described as 
Fascist-like, instituting the labor 
policies of the corporate state. 

“His proposal to draft strikers 
negates the Thirteenth Amend- 
ment to the Constitution on invol- 
untary servitude.” 

One of the most bitter public 
statements in connection with the 
labor dispute was contained in a 
telegram sent to Truman by 1237 
Denver strikers, 

“Your speech last night is con- 
trary to all democratic policies 
and smacks of fascism or dictae 
torship,” read the telegram, which 
was drafted at a meeting of rail- 
road strikers, 

Sixty-one railroad men at La 
Grande, Ore., changed to the Re- 
publican party. C. &. Abraham- 
son, @ Union Pacific engineer, 
called it a “legal rebellion 
against the present government 
and our answer to President Tru- 
man’s threat to use bayonets of 
the armed forces to run the rail- 
roads.” 

From industrial and business 
sources came support for the

Alfred C. Fuller, president of the 
Connecticut Manufacturers’ Asso~ 
ciation, said, “The people of this 
country cannot feel secure against 
further work stoppages that may 
paralyze the national economy un- 
til Congress provides a method to 
stop a few selfish men from place 
ing their demands ahead of the 
general welfare of the country.”

STRIKER DRAFT 


Executives Passing 
Through St. Louis 
Favor Proposal As 
Temporary Measure. 


Support for President Truman’s 
proposal to @draft men for industry 


in emergencies and penalize strik- 
ers against the Government was 
voiced by four Republican Gover- 
nors today and yesterday. They 
were in St. Louis on their way to 
Oklahoma City to attend the Na- 
tional Governors’ Conference. 
Most of them, however, suggest- 
ed that President Truman’s pro- 
posals be put into effect only tem- 
porarily. 

“The strike situation calls for 
emergency legislation to get pro- 
duction going and to bring about 
full employment,” Gov. Raymond 
E. Baldwin. of Connecticut said 
today. In addition to such short- 
term legislation, however, he de- 
clared that a long-range policy is 
needed tod prevent strikes in the 
future. 

Gov. Horace A. Hildreth of 
Maine declared that “it is incon- 
ceivable that the American people 
would maintain any government 
in power which let either capital 
or labor strike against it.” 

. Gov. Charles M. Dale of New 
Hampshire declared that what was 
needed was “legislation under 
which all proper demands of la- 
bor can be satisfied without re- 
course to strikes,” 

Gov. Walter E. Edge of New 
Jersey said he was “100'per cent” 
in favor of President Truman’s 
proposals. “The President's sug- 
gestions should have a wholesome 
effect on the nation at this time,” 
he said, “If I were still a member 
of the Senate I'd vote for the Ad- 
ministration bill.” 

Gov, Edge added that “the pow- 
ers of the bill should be used only 
in case of strikes in utilities— 
transportation, water, electricity 
and gas. Strikes in the automo- 
bile industry or the socks and sus- 
penders business would be another 
matter entirely.” 

Gov. Baldwin emphasized that 
“both capital’ and labor must 
recognize that they have respon- 
sibilities to the country as a 
whole, which has rights to which 
the rights of no one group are 
superior.” He blamed the ad- 
ministration for allowing the pres- 
ent situation to develop because 
of its alleged “lack of a firm 
policy.” 


MILK, BUTTER AND CHEESE 
PRICE RISE SOON PREDICTED 


Feed Cost Up and Officials Lose Hope of 
Putting Through Any New 
Food Subsidies. je

WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP)— 
The Government is on the verge 
of letting prices go up a cent a 


quart for milk and 10 to 12 cents 
a pound for butter. Disclosing 
dhis today, officials said also that 
cheese would cost about 5 cents a 
pound more, 

These officials, who withheld 
use of their names, predicting an 
announcement in a day or £@, 
cited two reasons for the decision 
to boost retail price ceilings: 

1, Grain and feed price in- 
creases earlier this month hiked 
dairy production costs, 

2. Price stabilization officials 
have decided it would be futile to 
try to put through any new food 
subsidies in view of the opposition 
in Congress. 

On the basis of the latter point, 
previous plans for a dairy sub- 
sidy increase July 1 are being 
withdrawn. This, officials said, 
will account for about half of the 
imminent price jump. 

The decision to allow higher 


prices was reached at conferences 
between officials of the Office of 
Price Administration, Agriculture 
Department and Office of Eco- 
nomic Stabilization. 

Six weeks ago Stabilization Di- 
rector Chester Bowles sharply re- 
jected proposals to boost dairy 
product prices. He said such an 
increase would hit family food 
budgets hard. 

Later, Bowles was persuaded to 
authorize grain price increases in 
a move to obtain more food for 
famine relief. He gave in when 
the Agriculture Department con- 
tended that bonus payments 
granted for wheat and corn were 
not turning the trick. 

Bowles indicated on April 15 
that there would be no dairy prod- 
uct price increases before July 1. 
What happened at that time, he 
said, depended on what Congress 
did about subsidies. He reported- 
ly is convinced now that there 
will not be sufficient subsidy 
money available to continue pres- 
ent food payments.

Finds No Caste System, 


On the other side of the picture 
was the conclusion that “in the 
strict sense, the phrase, “caste 
system,” is inappropriately ap- 
plied to our Army at the present 
time since the selection of indi- 
viduals for commissioned rank is 
based on democratic principles.” 

The six-man board was named 
by Patterson in March following 
demonstrations overseas by men 
impatient to return to civilian life. 
It heard 42 witnesses and exam- 
ined more than 1000 letters, 
mostly critical of the Army. 

The board’s own criticisms were 
tempered ‘with the assertion that 
the Army, in meeting problems of 
a 40-fold wartime expansion, “did 
a truly magnificent job,” and 
there were guarded indications 
that the War Department was not 
upset by the findings. 

Patterson announced that “some 
steps already have been taken” to 
remedy problems set out in the 
report, but he noted that congres- 
sional approval and appropria- 
tions would be required to carry 
out some of the suggestions. 

The board ascribed poor rela- 
tionships between commissioned 
and enlisted personnel to two 
main factors: (1) “Undeniably 

poor leadership on the part of a 
small percentage of those in po- 
sitions of responsibility,” and 
(2) “a system that permits and 
encourages a wide official and 
social gap” between officers and 
men. ' 


To improve officer leadership, 
the board recommended specific- 
ally that previous military train- 
ing—preferably one year in the 
ranks—be required of all ap- 
pointees, except technicians not 
Placed in command positions. 

Proposing a complete review of 
the Army’s system of promoting 
officers, the board urged that it 
be on a merit basis rather than on 
seniority and be coupled with pro- 
vision for demotions, 

Changes Proposed, 

| Other specific recommendations 
included: 

| Retirement—A system to permit 
retirement on completion of 10, 20, 
or 30 years, for enlisted men as 
well as officers, or after physical 
disability. 
| Pay—The present system of 
base pay should be “reviewed from 
top to bottom” and take into con- 
sideration the increased rates of 
pay in industry and business. (A 
number of pay increase bills are 
| pending in Congress.) 

Allowances—Fixing allowances 
on a sliding-scale basis, with Gov- 
ernment - purchased food distrib- 
uted equitably to all grades and 
ranks, and all ranks equally privi- 
leged to make private purchases.

CORK, Eire, May 27 (AP) — 
Premier Eamon de Valera says 
hunger strikes will not force the 
government to release political 
prisoners. One Irish Republican 
‘army man has died and another 
is near death in hunger strikes. 

In a speech at a by-election 
rally, the premier said Saturday 
night that “men previously re- 
leased on hunger strike recovered 
and shot down state servants; 
men released from internment 
were subsequently discovered en- 
gaged in further plots.” 

“Do not believe the stories that 
these men are being ill-treated in 
prison,” De Valera said. “There 
has been no discrimination 
against them.” ‘

Railroad Tells FBI Trains Were 
Tampered With. 


NEW YORK, May 27 (AP) — 
The Pennsylvania Railroad an- 
nounced yesterday that informa- 
tion on two apparent instances of 
tampering with trains in the 48- 
hour nation-wide railroad tie-up 
had been turned over to the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation. 

The railroad said the two cases 
were contained in a ‘report by A. 
A. Martz, superintendent of the 
line’s police. The FBI said it 
had received the report, but d 
clined comment. é; 

Both incidents occurred in 
Pennsylvania Station here and 
were discovered by inspecting 
foremen, the announcement said. 

In one case the air had been cut 
out of a line on one of 14 coaches 
scheduled to leave for Washing- 
ton Saturday. morning, last day 
of the shutdown, the railroad re- 
ported, adding that an unidenti- 
fied man was seen leaping between 
two coaches as the inspector ar- 
rived, 3 

It said that in the other case 
eight air hoses were uncoupled 
and four angle-cocks turned on 
care of a train slated to leave for 


Philadelphia at 10 a.m. Saturday. 
Both trains, operated by recruited 
crews, left on schedule, the rail- 
road said.

SOVIET GRILDREN 


Says ‘I Was Responsible’ 
for Moving Youngsters 
to Germany for War 


Work. 


NUERNBERG, May 27 (UP)— 
Baldur von Schirach, Nazi youth 
leader, today admitted responsibil- 


ity for the policy under which the 
Germans removed thousands of 
youngsters from Russia and en- 
rolled them in Adolf Hitler’s war 
effort. . 

Under cross-examination by 
Thomas J. Dodd of the American 
prosecution staff, Schirach said 
“I was responsible” for the Nazi 
conscription of children between 
10 and 14 in the eastern occupied 
area, 

He said he knew nothing about 
the program carried on by his 
successor as Nazi youth leader, 
Arthur Axmann. He said Axmann 
“assured me that these youngsters 
were placed in apprentice hostels 
and treated simply wonderfully.” 

“Do you realize,” Dodd asked, 
“that 10,000 of these young people 
disappeared and the Allies were 
unable to find a trace of them?” 

Schirach said he did not. 

Schirach was questioned about 
his substitution of military train- 
ing for other scholastic activities 
and a remark that he had made 
to the effect that “boys don’t want 
to play Indian any longer. What 
is a trapper in an American forest 
compared with he who carries our 
flag?” ee 

Schirach snapped that “militar- 
istic training of German youth 
was considerably behind that of 
the Soviet Union.” 


FTC CITES FITCH SHAMPOO 
FOR MISLEADING ADVERTISING 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (UP)— 
The Federal Trade Commission 
last night charged F. W. Fitch 
Manufacturing Co. and F. W. 
Fitch Co., Des Moines, Ia., with 
falsely advertising Fitch's dan- 
druff remover shampoo. 

It issued a complaint stating 
that the preparation will not save 
hair despite Fitch’s radio slogan, 
“don’t despair, use your head, save 
your hair, use Fitch shampoo.” 
FTC said that the advertisements 
also led people to believe that dan- 
druff was an abnormal condition. 

“ ... Recurrence of dead skin 
cells on the scalp in the form of 
dandruff constitutes a normal 
physiological action and for that 
reason dandruff cannot be re- 
moved permanently through the 
use of any cleansing agent, includ- 


said. The shampoo is no more 
than an effective cleansing agent, 
the FTC said, but still does not 
kill all germs normally found on 
the scalp. It also stated that “use 
of the preparation on babies’ 
scalps may be dangerous.” Fitch 
was given 20 days in which to 
answer the complaint.

SUPREME COURT 
DENIES VETERANS 
‘“SUPER-SENIORITY’ 


Continued From Page One. 


United States District Court and 
won $86—nine days’ pay. The 
union appealed to the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals in 
New York City and won reversal 
of the District Court decision. The 
Circuit Court said Congress in- 
tended that a veteran was to be 
assured of his job for a year, but 
that the place to which he was 
restored was to be subject to the 
same conditions as those affecting 
his prewar job. 
Justice Douglas’s Opinion. 

Justice Douglas for the majority 
of the Supreme Court said that 
the veteran in returning to his 
old job steps back on “the senior- 
ity escalator” at “the precise point 
he would have occupied had ‘he 


ing the war.” . 

He took note of a rule by Se- 
lective Service that the act “re- 
quired reinstatement of a veteran 
to ‘his former position or one of 
like seniority, status and pay even 
though such reinstatement neces- 
sitates the discharge of a non- 
veteran with a greater seniority.’” 

He added: “In view of the lan- 
guage of the act and the nature 
of the administrative findings we 
would want explicit indication by 
Congress that it chose the direc- 
tor’s interpretation before we con- 
cluded that Congress had adopted 
hag 

Justice Douglas summed up this 
way 

“These provisions (of the Selec- 
tive Service Act) guarantee the 
veteran against loss of position 
or loss of seniority by reason of 
his absence. 

“He acquires not only the same 
seniority he had; his service in 
the armed forces is counted as 
service in the plant sd that he 
does not lose ground by reason 
of his absence. 

“But we would distort the lan- 
guage of these provisions if we 
read it as granting the veteran 
an increase in seniority over what 
he would have had if he had never 
entered the armed service.” 

Justice Black’s Dissent. 


Justice Black, in dissent, said 
the case should be sent back to 
the Circuit Court with directions 
to dismiss the litigation because

COMMUNISTS LEAD 
IN CZEGH ELECTION 
FOR PARLIAMENT 


They With Other Leftists 
May Control 300-Seat 
Assembly — Rightists 
Carry Slovakia. 


By ALVIN J. STEINKOPF 

PRAGUE, May 27 (AP) — The 
Communists emerged today as 
the strongest political party in 
Czechoslovakia on the basis of 
substantial returns from _ yester- 
day's parliamentary elections, the 
first free balloting in 11 years. 

The Communists won a plurali- 
ty in Prague. Returns yet to 
come in from outlying districts 
held the answer of whether, they 
and other extreme leftists would 
gain a majority in the new Con- 
stituent Assembly of 300 members. 

The moderate National Social- 
ists—the party of Eduard Benes 
until he became President—polled 
a strong vote, though it was not 
as heavy as, expected. The com- 
paratively conservative People’s 
(Catholic) party made striking 
gains, polling 105,000 votes in 
Prague compared to 31,000 in the 
last free election before the war. : 

$1 Percent of Vote for Reds. 

With about half the nation’s 
7,500,000 votes counted, the stand- 
ing of the four leading parties 
was: Communists, 2,217,711 votes, 
or 31.15 per cent of the votes 
counted; Czech Socialists, 1,303,463 
or 18.31 per cent; People’s, 1,126,- 
707, or 15.82 per cent: Slovak 
Democratic, 982,924 or 13.71 per 
eent; Social Democrats, 862,494, 
or 12.11 per cent. 

A feature of the election was the 
weakness of the Communists in 

-Slovakia, .where the _ rightwing 
Democratic party won a 60 per 
cent majority. 

Czechoslovakia, by giving more 
votes to the Communists than any 
other party, showed that it had 
veered farther left. In effect, the 
election represented a vote of 
confidence in the _ provisional 
government and its policy of 
nationalization of industries and 
social experiments. Consequently 
there probably will be few 
changes in the cabinet. 

The assembly is expected to 
convene, re-elect Benes President 
and start drafting a new. consti-| 
tution. Benes is widely revered 
as one of the founders of the 
eountry. 

Voting Compulsory, 

Voting was compulsory for all 
except Benes, who was regarded 
as neutral by virtue of his office. 
He did not vote. 

Final unofficial figures for 
Prague gave the Communists 240,- 
000, National Socialists 222,000, 
Peoples’s party 105,000, and Social. 
Democrats 97,000. In Slovakia, 
with 500,000 votes counted, the 
Democrats won 59 per cent of the 
total and the Communists 32 per 
cent. The Democrats are ap- 
proximately equivalent politically 
to the People's party in Bohemia- 
Moravia. . 

(The United Press said the sur- 
vivors of the town of Lidice, 
which was wiped out by the Nazis 
in the war, voted together. They 
gave the Communists 95 of the 
127 votes cast.)

Says Formula Is Best English 
‘Could Have Produced in 
the Circumstances.’ 


NEW DELHI, May 27 (AP)— 
Mohandas K. Gandhi assured In- 
dia today that the British cabinet 
mission’s plan for Indian inde- 
pendence was “the best document 


the British Goverriment could 
have produced in the circum- 
stances,” and advised the Indian 
people to accept its terms with- 
out perturbation. 


Gandhi's statement was pub- 
lished in his weekly paper Harijan 
and was looked upon as charting 
the course for the Congress party, 
— which he is the dominant spir- 


Gandhi said he did not agree 
with a statement last night in 
which the cabinet mission said it 
had not intended for the province 
of British India to have a free 
~ehoice to enter whatever subdi- 
vision they desired in the consti- 
tution-making body. 

He said that the phraseology 
of the independence proposal 
made it plain that the various 
“provinces had such a right. 

“If my interpretation is valid, 
there is not the slightest cause 
for perturbation,” Gandhi said. 

The Indian leader said that his 
Compliment to the cabinet mission 
was not intended to mean that

REICH U.S. ZONE 


Scecial Democrats a Close 
Second in City Elec- 
tions, Communists 
Overwhelmed. 


By RICHARD O’REGAN 
FRANKFURT, May 27 (AP)— 
The conservative Christian Social 
Union emerged today as _ the 
strongest political force in Ameri- 


can-occupied Germany, with al- 
most complete returns showing it 
the victor in council elections in 
nearly all the 38 cities voting yes- 
terday. 

Although closely contested by 
the mildly leftist Social Democrat 


erals, moderates and reactionaries 
—repeated its performance of two 
previous elections when it won the 
overwhelming support of rural 
workers throughout the zone. 

The Communist party, which 
had expected to make at least a 
fair showing in war-ravaged in- 


1025 seats in city councils. 

The Social Democrat party—a 
relic of pre-Hitler days—won nar- 
row margins in large cities of the 


offset by conservative-minded vot- 
ers in Bavaria, the returns 
showed. 

Frankfurt, for instance, gave the 
Social Democrats a victory mar- 
gin of 10,000 votes, but the Ba- 
varian capital of Munich carried 
the CSU to power with a 22,000 
leeway. 

The returns—figures from Wuer- 
temberg were not expected until 
later—revealed the turnout of 
voters, despite bad weather, was 
up to expectations. Of 2,022,821 
registered voters, 1,684,456 went 
to the polls—or 83.2 per cent. 
Latest tabulations showed these 
results: Christian Social Union— 
667,991 votes, 484 seats: Social 
Democrat party—635,017 votes, 421 
seats; Communist party—147,693 
votes, 47 seats; Liberal Democrat 
party, 101,584 votes, 34 seats; other 
parties—74,060 votes, 39 seats. 

In Frankfurt, the free balloting 
uncovered evidence of previous 
fraudulent Nazi elections. Voters 
going to the polls found marked 
ballots of the 1938 plebiscite for the 
incorporation of Austria into the 
Reich, 

These old ballots were in en- 
velopes which, in Germany, are 
used from one election to another. 
The marked ballots had been in 
the unsealed envelopes for eight 
years—they never had been taken 
out and counted.

+The United Auto Workers an- 
nounced yesterday that its nation- 
al contract with the Ford Motor 
Co., providing an 18cent hourly 
wage increase had been ratified by 
the memberghip. 

Richard T. Leonard, UAW-CIO 
vice president and national Ford 
director, said the more than 100,000 
Ford workers would receive near- 
ly $10,000,000 in back pay under 
the contract, which is retroactive 
to Jan. 5. Only five of the 43 
Ford locals voted against ratifica- 
tion, he said. 

Leonard described .the agree- 
ment reached Feb. 26 as one of 
the best in the auto industry, but 
said the “substantial gains we 
made” were “in danger of being 
wiped out by the rising cost of 
living.” 

“Unless the Senate passes, and 
the House concurs, in renewing 
OPA for a year With sufficient 
power to maintain effective price 
control, the union will be forced 
once more to seek higher wages,” 
he added. 


RECOVERY BY FALL FORECAST 


TOKYO, May 27 (UP)—Masso 
Tsuzuki, a acientist at Tokyo 
University, predicted today that 
most of the survivors of the Hiro- 
shima atom blast will recover be- 
fore autumn. 

After a survey of four Hiro- 
shima hospitals, Tsuzuki classi- 
fied injuries as painful scars, 
nervous disorders and effects on 
the feminine constitution. All 
three categories are responding to 
effective treatment, he said. 
Tsuzuki reported the case of a 
woman two months pregnant who 
was within 1800 feet of the blast. 
She lost every hair on her head 
but gave birth to a healthy boy 


last month. 

Patients were advised to eat 
pulverized fish and chicken bones 
to rebuild their bone structure.

FLIGHT TRAINING AVAILABLE 
UNDER 6.1. BILL OF RIGHTS 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP)— 
Veterans can learn to fly under 
the G.I. Bill of Rights provided 
the schools they attend can quali- 
fy them for Civil Aeronautics Ad- 
ministration ratings. 

The Veterans’ Administration 
yesterday announced the CAA 
yardstick would be used in ap- 
proving flight training schools.

HE most worried people in 
India today are the Maha- 
rajas, the Rajahs, the Nawabs 
minor potentates who 


are about to be granted an inde- 
pendence they do not particularly 
want. They are about to be de- 
prived of the prop of British pro- 
They are about to be 
thrown, instead, on the support of 
their Indian subjects. For most of 
them this is an appalling pros- 
pect. 

There is something more than 
irony in the alacrity with which 
India’s princely rulers are now 
making their peace with Indian 
nationalism. The fact is, they have 
no other choiee, The alternative, 
in most cases, is political ex- 
tinction. 

The British Cabinet mission’s 
formula for Indian independence 
deals mainly with the 11 prov- 
inces of British India, which em- 
brace two-thirds of this sub- 
sontinent’s expanse. But the mis- 
sion has indicated it expects the 
princely states also to become 
part of the All-Indian Union. The 
terms of the participation is to 
be decided through negotiation 
during the interim period preced- 
ing full independence. No com- 
pulsion will be necessary, for the 
British have proclaimed that their 
“paramountcy” and _ responsibili- 
ties, as far as these states are 
concerned, will cease the moment 
British India becomes free and 
sovereign. 

Nehru’s Attitude. 

Faced with the impending loss 
of British support, India’s princes 
and princelings are already has- 
tening to assure leaders of the 
Congress party and the Moslem 
League of their desire to partici- 
pate in drawing up the constitu-

By a curious reversal, the friends of labor around the President 
—Postmaster General Robert Hannegan, Secretary of the Treasury 
Fred Vinson, and the unhappy Secretary of Labor Lewis Schwellen- 
bach—sensed the need for strong action many weeks ago, and urged 
it upon their chief. The advice to delay, to put off, to hope for the 
best, came from the President’s 
Director John Snyder and John Steelman, | 


It is impossible to distinguish 
the motives of these men, except 
that Steelman has long been close 


to John L. Lewis, and may have 
persuaded Snyder that all would 
be well in the end. Certainly 
Snyder’s theme was that all would 
yet be well during the whole cru- 
cial period when the crisis was 
only in the making, before coal 
supplies were exhausted or a rail 
stoppage really threatened. 

He told the President and many 
other men in Washington that the 
strikers merely wanted to let off 
steam/ that public opinion would 
soon supply the needed corrective, 
and that strong measures were 
unnecessary. 


At that time, the mere threat 
of such action to the labor leaders 
might have done the job. 

At that time, also, the President 
could have assumed the initiative, 
with invaluable political results 
for himself. 

He has lost that opportunity 
now. The price control program 
has been knocked galley-west. The 
effort to prevent world-wide star- 
vation and despair, with all its 
terrible political comsequences to 
us, has been irreparably impaired. 
The delay, in short, has been dis- 
astrous.

The friends of labor around the 
President wanted decisive action 
at an early date not only because 
they foresaw the consequences of 
the present strikes to the country, 
but also because they realized how 
the inevitable public and congres- 
sional reaction would injure the 
labor movement. 

There is another reason, besides 
the President’s failure to take 
good advice, why the labor move-

Everyone knows that the rea- 
son for Lewis's intransigeance is 
his desire to blacken the eye 
and terminate the career of his 
old enemy, Philip Murray of the 
CIC. A higher rise for the coal 
miners than that which Murray 
got for the steel workers would 
blacken Murray’s eye. Murray’s 
very existence fatto + be threat- 
ened, if Lewis’s famous local 50 
could ¢draw on a $70,000,000 wel- 
fare fund to finance its raids on 
other labor organizations. _. 


It is less well known that dis- 
unity also played an important 
part in the railroad strike. 

In the settlement two years 
ago, Alexander F. Whitney of 
the Trainmen’s Brotherhood 
made terms before David Rob- 
ertson of the Firemen caved in. 
He was much criticized for do- 
ing so. This time, he was de- 
termined to outdo Robertson, 
who made his settlement early, 
with the great majority of the 
other brotherhood leaders.

LONDON, May 27 (AP) 


ONDON newspapers gave 

wide prominence yesterday to 

the settlement of thé United 
States rail strike and in their 
stories compared the pre-settle- 
ment tension with that on the day 
of Pearl Harbor. 


“The decision of the unions to 
yield came after the most hectic 
day since Pearl Harbor,” said the 
New York correspondent of the 
Independent Sunday Dispatch. 
“America’s most nerve-wracking 
day since Pearl Harbor came to 
an end,” said The Sunday Pic 
torial. 


The Sunday Graphic said that 
the first words of President Trwu- 
man to “a tense, grim Congress 
made it clear he was getting 
tough.” 

“The great American railway 
strike is over, smashed by Presi- 
dent Truman,” said the liberal 
newspaper, Sunday Chronicle. 
“The strikers could not face the 
whiplash of the angry President 
and the criticism, not only of their 
own nation but of the entire 
world.” 


The pro-Labor Sunday newspa- 


Tper, The People, quoted P. O. 


Peterson, west coast chairman of 
The Locomotive Engineers’ Un- 
ion as saying that President Tru- 
man had betrayed American labor 
and the public as well, then added 
this comment. “but the reaction 
of the American public was one 
of relief rather than a sense of 
betrayal.” 

Reynolds News, another Sunday 
paper sympathetic to labor, gave 
greatest prominence to the Presi- 
dent’s demand for anti-strike leg-

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Modern Strike Strategy 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

To be able to strike is certainly Amer- 
ican. The methods of modern times, 
however, seem to be faulty. 

Take the striker, on the one hand, 
and the management, on the other. 
That both stand to lose while a strike is 
in progress seems to be almost axio- 
matic. But for the public, innocent and 
no participant, to be the scapegoat is 
ridiculous. 

It would seem much smarter, and cer- 
tainly much more considerate and 
gsportsmanlike, if the big unions would 
strike against one steel mill or one rail- 
road or one coal operator at a time. By 
so doing, the unions would keep, for ex- 
ample, 85 per cent of their members 
drawing pay, and be pretty certain that 
other kindred industries would fall in 
line at settlement time for the one 
strike-bound organization, and—but of 
no small importance—spare the public 
from the consequences of their private 
dispute. 

If such settlement was not forthcom- 
ing within 30 days at Company X, send 
the men back to work under their previ- 
ous contract and move the strike to 
Company Y, and so on. This would 
enable most of the union’s men to re- 
main on the payroll, and still provide 
that the same few men would not be 
continually off the payroll. Could not 
the unions divide their organizations 
into five or six fairly equal groups and 
then rotate their strike procedure—30 
days at a time—until a contract was 
agreed upon? 

If there is anything to the old saying 
that “you can usually tell who’s hurt 
by who hollers,” who’s hurt is the gen- 
eral public in the coal, rail and some 
other atrikes. 

It is not the Government's business 
to intercede. But every liberty-loving 
American should show strikers his dis- 
approval of their present strategy by 
any method he can,

The public needs to be educated to ways 
and means of combating them, not 
through publishing cold statistics but 
through reports of accomplishments. 
Once St. Louisans appreciate the impor- 
tance of this need, they would not re- 
fuse to support such a hospital.

Toss Out the Matrons 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Where is the American Legion these 
days?- A convention just closed here in 
St. Louis in which the interests of the 
veteran and procurement of positions 
for them were the main topics. But no 
mention was made of calling upon the 
city and Federal offices to purge their 
lists of married women. The City of St. 
Louis and Federal offices should follow 
the practice of Judge Michael Scott, 
who recently made the way clear for 
worthy veterans to take the positions 
held by married women in his division. 

The veterans of many battles are be- 
wildered by the runaround they are re- 
ceiving in their pursuit of positions. The 
Veterans’ Administration and Internal 
Revenue Bureau are practically over- 
run with married women, working 
only for luxuries and clothes. These 
women have husbands who earn at the 
least $400 a month, some working .for 
the city and some for the Government. 

It was during World War I that mar- 
ried women got their strong hold on po- 
sitions previously held by men. It is up 
to the veterans of World War II to see 
that they are put in their preper place— 
the HOME, MOTHER.

John L. Lewis evidently is determined to carry 
his war against the United States Government 
to the bitter end. The 12-day truce in the coal 
strike is over and, despite all that the President 
and Government negotiators could do in the way 
of persuasion, the men have not been ordered 
back to work. So the country faces another 
critical situation which, if it continues, will tie 
up the nation just about as effectively as the 
rail strike did. is 

Resumption of the coal strike will no doubt 
convince a good many Senators, who are now 
undecided, that the President’s drastic anti-strike 
measure, or one like it, will have to be passed. 
It appears there is strong objection to that pro- 
vision enabling the Government to draft strikers 
into the Army to force them to work, on the 
ground that it constitutes involuntary servitude, 
This newspaper questioned that provision yes- 
terday, but other penalties provided in the meas- 
ure should be enough to deter labor leadership 
from crippling the country. 

Meantime, unfortunately, politics enters the 
strike situation as Harold Stassen asks for op- 
portunity to testify against the President’s bill. 
Saying that “it grants powers more extreme than 
ever before granted to the Government of the 
United States in either time of war or peace,” 
Mr. Stassen describes the bill as “totalitarian in 
nature.” That it is strong medicine is undeni- 
able, but the use of the word “totalitarian” 
might also be applied to the methods used by 
Messrs. Lewis, Whitney and Johnston. Their 
strikes are “totalitarian,” too. 

Describing his union as the richest in the 
world, Whitney threatened to use $47,000,000, 
now in the treasury, to defeat the President for 
re-election in 1948. He is already authorized to 
use $2,500,000-to defeat the members of. Con- 
gress who voted Saturday for the President’s 
bill. This is the same Whitney who has just 
done everything possible to re-elect the Presi- 
dent. Before turning loose all the Trainmen’s 
spare cash, Whitney might reflect on what would 
have happened if the man in the White House 


-_had not been a firm frienti of labor and especial- 


ly a friend of the brotherhoods, but had been in- 
stead a reactionary. As for beating all the mem- 
bers of the House who voted for the President’s 
bill, that is quite a large order, since altogether 
306 members so voted. : 

Public memory is often lamentably short, but 
when critics of the President’s drastic bill arise, 
the public cannot forget the chaos of last week, 
when the railroad wheels stopped turning, the 
continued defiance of John L. Lewis and the 
threatened maritime strike, set for June 15, 
which would tie up the country’s ports. Against 
such calamities as these, the President has to 
be armed with something more potent than a 
feather duster. 


When Churchill and Gandhi Agree 

The British have been accused many times 
of playing a game of power politics and lining 
up faction against faction in order to continue 
their hold on India. This time, however, the 
best of evidence is on hand to indicate the sin- 
cerity of their independence offer, in that both 
Winston Churchill and Mohandas Gandhi accept 
it as such. _., 

It was Churchill who, as Prime Minister, re- 
buffed suggestions for liberating India’ by assert- 
ing that “I did not become the King’s First Min- 
ister in order to preside over the liquidation of 
the British Empire.” He has objected furiously 
to the Attlee offers to India and Egypt, with a 
lament that “things are built up with great 
labor and are cast away with great shame and 
folly.” 

Gandhi, Churchill’s antagonist in many a 
fierce struggle over India, has always viewed 
British offers with a skeptical and uncompromis- 
ing eye. Today he is on record with a statement 
that does not constitute all-out acceptance of 
the new plan, but praises it as “the best docu- 
ment the British Government could have pro- 
duced in the circumstances,” and one which the 
Indian people should accept without perturba- 
tion. 

As actual though not titular director of Con- 
gress party strategy, Gandhi’s words will have 
great weight in the continued negotiations. The 
stumbling block, of course, remains the Moslem 
League’s insistence on Pakistan, or independent 
status for the provinces where its followers are 
a majority. Compromise is in order, and the 
British offer a good basis for this in their plan 
for giving the provinces virtual autonomy un- 
der a federal union, with the Moslems holding 
veto power against discrimination, 

Since those perpetual antagonists, Churchill 
and Gandhi, agree that the British plan is a 
genuine independence offer, it is up to India’s 
warring factions to settle their historic differ- 
ences for the greater cause of national liberty. 
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The hope prevails that Congress will have 
enough sense to take extremist anti-labor legisla- 
tion with a grain of Pepper.

The NAM Loves John L. Lewis 


The kind words which the president of the 
National Association of Manufacturers, Robert 
R. Wason, had to say about John L. Lewis, sug- 
gest that Virgil was right when he counseled 
people to beware of the Greeks bearing gifts. 
It will be well also to beware of the National 
Association of Manufacturers bearing butter. 
The buttering-up which the NAM president 
has given Lewis shows to what lengths a man 
will sometimes go to like someone better than 
he likes his worst enemy. 

Mr. Wason is not speaking in these dulcet 
terms for Lewis’s ear alone. He wants Philip 
Murray to turn just livid with envy. He praises 
Lewis for improving the miners’ condition “not 
for political purposes but for welfare purposes.” 
He condemns the CIO’s Southern drive as hav- 
ing “the power of the Government openly and 
invisibly” behind it. What Mr. Wason means 
is quite easy to understand if too much atten- 
tion is not paid to what he says. 

It is obviously nicer, in his view of things, to 
deal with the AFL than with the CIO, since the 
former will sometimes go into cahoots with the 
employer and gouge the consumer like every- 


' thing, as in the building supply and construc- 


tion industries; while the latter won’t. It is, 
also, unfriendly of Murray, not to say downright 
smacking of initiative and enterprise, to go or- 
ganizing in the South. 
Mr. Wason is so eager to affront the ranging 
y 
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lion that he is willing to refer to the most un- 
bridled egoist in organized labor as a tame cat. 
It would be interesting to know how the com- 
pliment sits with Lewis, who doesn’t deserve it 
—or, for that matter, how it sits with the good 
gray William Green, who does. 
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As the Army Shrinks 

Our overseas Army has shrunk to a point 
“where it hurts,” according to yesterday's dis- 
patches, and will shrink more painfully unless 
Selective Service is extended beyond July 1. Yet 
Congressmen predict freely that they will let 
the draft die on that date, without even an ar- 
gument against it. 

The commonest excuse for congressional in- 
action is popular ignorance, Members complain 
that the people don’t know what our military 
commitments are, or why Selective Service is 
necessary to back them up. So Chairman Thomas 
of the House Military Committee thinks the draft 
will expire because it is “controversial.” But the 
premise is false, and even if it were not, the con- 
clusion has nothing to, do with it. 

The public certainly knows our commitments, 
made by solemn pledge in the Atlantic Charter, 
at Yalta, Potsdam and Teheran. We have prom- 
ised to protect “a peace which will afford to 
all nations the méans of dwelling in safety,” and 
to “see sovereign rights and self-government re- 
stored to those who have been forcibly deprived 
of them.” 


If these seem to be generalities, still they. 


are our national purpose, and President Tru- 
mah, his Cabinet and Gen. Eisenhower have trans- 
lated our purpose into four specific military re- 
quirements: 

(1) Occupation in Europe, Japan and Korea. 

(2) Provision of peace forces for UN. 

(3) Protection of key bases for our national 
security. 

(4) Maintenance of a strong military position 
in an unsettled world. 

These commitments require an Army that is 
not just a fighting force, or even a police force. 
The Army must be an arm of our foreign pol- 
icy. And if we do not know for how long this 
must be, for how long we must occupy enemy 
nations, or for how long the present kind of 
military force will remain effective in an atomic 
world, at least the War Department has item- 
ized and publicized its requirements in the fore- 
seeable future. 

Item by item, the Army knows exactly how 
many men it needs for supervision of enemy gov- 
ernments, training, security, communications and 
supply and a myriad of other functions, down to 
graves registration. It will need at least 1,550,000 
soldiers this July 1, and 1,070,000 a year later. 
And without Selective Service, according to Sec- 
retary Patterson’s careful estimate, the Army 
will be short more than 170,000 men. That will 
be true even if the Army keeps many veterans 
overseas, and these men are protesting bitterly 
to Congress against such unfairness. 

So our military necessity is as clear as the 
results of an adding machine. The facts have 
been printed across the nation. No one has 
dared to suggest that we abandon any of our 


commitments along with the draft, for each « 


vital to our own peace and safety. And if the 
draft expires, the world will begin to wonder 
whether a weakened Army is evidence that our 
commitments are empty, our power hollow and 
peace is at the mercy of other nations that seek 
strength. 

The facts are neither unknown nor controver- 
sial, and the present attitude of Congress is in- 
coherent. Selective Service must be retained.

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One Air Center or None? 

A compelling reason for metropolitan aviation 
planning was stated in a radio talk last night by 
W. Phillip Shatts, executive secretary of the 
Metropolitan Plan Association. Mr. Shatts point- 
ed out that, under the new Federal Airport Act, 
“funds are likely to be granted to any metro- 
politan community only on the basis of partici- 
pation in an approved metropolitan area plan.” 

It may be possible for the dozen local com- 
munities to keep in their own back yards, and 
refuse to co-operate, but that will not build an 
air center. The least they could do, as proposed 
by the Illinois Aeronautics Department, would 
be to provide collaboration among their airport 
planning groups. But far stronger metropolitan 
effort would be possible under a regional avia- 
tion authority, co-ordinating services of major 
and minor airports on both sides of the river. 
That would be sure recognition that the needs 
of an air capital transcend our narrow city boun- 
daries. 
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As Greetings Are Exchanged 


Britain and Russia exchanged greetings on the 
fourth anniversary of their 20-year treaty and 
military alliance. Mr. Bevin said it “springs 
from the deep desires and interests of our peo- 
ples.” Mr. Molotov replied that it had been 
“the basis of beneficial military and political 
collaboration,” and that he hoped, “despite all 
difficulties in our road,” it would “continue to 
serve just as effectively.” 

Polite words, fine words. They are also true 
words, for they tell the desire of all simple peo- 
ple for a century of peace. Nevertheless, the 
statesmen are working today at rival purposes all 
the while they speak so nobly of mutual purpose. 
Fearing Russia, Britain seeks to form a protec- 
tive bloc in the West. Suspecting the West, Rus- 
sia plays at the same game in the East. Euro- 
pean statesmanship still leads a Jekyll-Hyde ex- 
istence. 

There is a problem and a unique challenge to 
our own American diplomacy. Surely there is 
some way to convince Britons and Russians that 
they need neither fear nor hate each other. 
Surely there is a way to make them see that 
Prussian ambition, which they are feeding in 
their respective zones, is the mortal enemy of 
them both. Surely, somehow, somewhere, is 
a formula for tranquil European settlement. Sure- 
ly, as mediator and fellow victor, also as fellow 
sufferer if the peace breaks, American diplomacy 
can make it clear that this treaty must live its 
full term and long after. 

May the effort go forward, and may it pros- 


per.

Our Slippery Secret--the Atom Bomb

Suppose that when Christopher Columbus 
discovered the New World—and incidental- 
ly proved that the world wasn’t flat—King 
Ferdinand and Queen Isabella had tried to 
keep this great discovery a secret for 
Spain’s benefit. How long would the secret 
have been kept? 

Almost any school child knows the an- 
swer to that. It wouldn’t have been kept 
any time at all. 


Columbus wasn’t the only navigator who 
thought the world was round, He wasn't 
the only sailor who thought it was possible 
to sail to India from Europe by going west. 
Inevitably, within two or three years at 
most, some other adventurous soul would 
have tried the same thing and would have 
discovered America for himself. 


That’s pretty much the situation with our 
great “secret” of the atom bomb, One of 
the handicaps to clear thinking on the sub- 
ject is the delusion still widely entertained 
—and certainly encouraged by the military 
—that atomic energy is a “secret” which 
we ought to hang onto like grim death. 


A Secret for How Long? 


But almost unanimously the scientists of 
the nation who know the most about such 
things pooh-pooh the idea of such secrecy. 
The natural physical laws of nuclear fis- 
sion, which make atomic énergy possible, 
are known to the scientists of every coun- 
try on earth. Because we had a head-start 
on others, because we devoted a hyge 
amount of effort and money to the subject, 
and because of our vast industrial capacity, 
we were able to arrive at the goal first. 
But what we did, others can do. 


How long before some other nation— 
Russia, to speak bluntly—can make atom 
bombs? On that there’s some argument. 
Estimates range from two to perhaps 10 
years. A fair guess might be five years. 
That makes our “secret,” and the safety it 
affords, mighty tenuous. 


What’s the alternative to keeping the 
non-secrét secret? It is to place the whol 
subject of nuclear fission and atomic power 
in the harids of an international agency 
which alone in the world would be allowed 
to possess fissionable material, conduct re- 
search into atomic energy or build atomic 
power plants. True, this would mean that 
Russia, and others of the United Nations, 
would learn the details of atomic bomb 
manufacture two or three years before they 
might find it out otherwise, 


Danger in Military Attitude 


But the point is that we’re going to lose 
our “secret,” and whatever advantages it 
gives us, within a few years anyway. The 
question is, Are we going to lose it voluntar- 
ily in a way which offers a hope for out- 


lawing atomic warfare? Or are we going to_ 


lose it in a way which is almost a guaran- 
tee that there will be atomic war? 


There is another grave drawback to our 
attempting the secrecy method. The mili- 
tary unquestionably—and with justification 
—would insist upon the most rigid security 
requirements. Professional military men 
have an almost pathological attitude to- 
ward secrecy when a weapon of the magni- 
tude of the atom bomb is concerned. It is 
virtually impossible for them to distinguish 
between what should be kept secret and 


what cannot, by its nature, ever be kept 
secret, 

The consequence is that the military 
mind instinctively puts the clamps down on 
everything. And the further consequence 
is that scientific research becomes almost 
impossible, It is highly doubtful if any of 
the great peacetime, scientific uses of 
atomic energy can ever be realized if we 
attempt to keep our knowledge secret for 
military purposes, : 

There is another serious danger attend- 
ing the program of secrecy. If we keep our 
secrets, and the Russians and the English 
and anyone else who goes into atomic re- 
search keep theirs, we’re never going to 
know when spmebody else may have some 
tremendous discavery that we haven’t yet 
hit upon. 


Advantages of UN Control 


The only way we'd find out about that 
would be in the event of an atomic war in 
which our weapons turned out to be vastly 
inferior to the enemy’s. And that would be 
just a little too late to remedy the matter. 


Would a strong United Nations atomic 
energy control make atomic warfare im- 
possible? Nuvi abselutely. But it would do 
these things: 


1, It would prevent any nation—including 
our own—from manufacturing and stock- 
piling atomic, bombs. 


2. It would keep all nations abreast of 
atomic developments. 


3. It would guarantee that there could be 
no atomic blitz—several months, up to a 
year or more, of warning would be given 
if any nation decided to kick over the 
traces and embark on atomic war, 


4. Finally, it would mean that the peace- 
ful uses of atomic energy could be fully 
exploited, 


NOW AN INSULIN SHORTAGE 


From the Milwaukee Journal. 

The country today is faced with a short- 
age of insulin and other pharmaceuticals 
prepared from meat animals. The reason 
is that a large part of our meat supply is 
at present being prepared by fly-by-night 
slaughterers, who use only the meat and 
throw away the by-products. 

This is one of the serious effects of the 
present black market in meat. It is not 
merely a matter of unduly high prices, but 
also of almost criminal waste of hides, 
fats, bones, glands and other “incidentals” 
of the meat animal's carcass. 

Unless the meat situation is brought 
back under control, we can expect not only 
a continuation of poor distribution and 
high prices for meat, but also a shortage 
of leather, soap, fertilizer and the various 
therapeutic substances derived from ani- 
mal sources. 

Lack of insulin is, of course, extremely 
serious for diabetics who have become ac- 
customed to its use. That lack is more 
dramatic, but, in the general economy, no 
more important than the other shortages 
following in the wake of the black market 
in meat. This should be evidence enough 
that the time has not yet come when con- 
trols can be eased or vigilance lowered. It 
is evidence that only a strong hand can 
gave us from a myriad of “transitional” 


dangers. 
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Bowles Offers a Solution 
In Our Economic Crisis 


‘Tomorrow Without Fear,” by Chester Bowles. (Si- 
mon & Schuster, New York.) 

Like Henry Wallace in his book, “Sixty 
Million Jobs,” Stabilization Director Bowles 
is concerned with the fate of the masses 
in our economic system. Their happiness 
or misery is at stake in the present crisis, 
and if they suffer the whole nation suf- 
fers. An economic system that disregards 
this basic fact must be overhauled. 

Let the great depression of the "30s be 
an example, Bowles warns. He shows that 
one of the main reasons for that depres- 
sion was the fact that while corporation 
profits soared to tremendous heights, and 
production between 1923 and 1929 increased 
24 per cent, the rise in average hourly 
earnings was only 3% per cent. Mr. and 
Mrs. Average Citizen lacked money to buy 
the most essential goods, let alone the little 
luxuries that are supposed to be the flavor 
of civilization. 

* e 

Bowles concludes that our economic sys 
tem can no longer work without active 
Federal guidance: “Final responsibility for 
the general welfare must rest on all of us 
through our Government.” Some may de- 
cry this as a way to Communism. It is 
not, because it does not dispense with the 
democratic process. 

On the other hand, we must realize that 
we can no longer build our economy on 
Adam Smith’s ideas, and that changed 
times require changed methods. In times 
of prosperity, the economy can take care 
of itself, but depressions necessitate Gov- 
ernment spending to avoid collapse and 
the ruin of large parts of the population. 

The basic solution to our economic fu- 
ture, Bowles holds with many others, is 
to increase consumer spending. “Our stand- 
ards of living must rise steadily to match 
the increase in our productive capacity,” 
he says. He reminds us that in 1940 about 
39,000,000 people were living on an annual 
family income. of $900 and less. Even to- 
day, 16,000,000 are living on incomes below 
$1000. They must double and triple their 
living standards in order to live decently 
and to maintain their health, 

‘ 
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A better life, of course, depends on 
higher income. Bowles, again like oth 
advocates a better distribution of the 
tional income. Wages, he says, must 
“high enough in relation to the price of 
goods, and prices low enough in relation . 
to the wages being paid.” He believes this 
can be done without Government interven- 
tion if management and labor return to 
genuine collective bargaining, if labor ac- 
cepts the need for adequate profits and 
management the right to the highest pos- 
sible wages. Increased productivity must 
necessarily offset the higher costs of labor. 

Bowles, of course, also warns that higher 
wages mean nothing if prices go up; in 
other words, if we can’t control inflation. 

He says that the capitalist system may 
not survive another depression, and that 
the reasonable thing to do igs to make the 
necessary adjustments now. If we don’t 
want Communism, we must make democ- 


racy work.

It is very hard to see much dif- 
ference between what Stalin has 
done in Iran and what Hitler and 
Mussolini did in Spain.

Rebel Franco consulted with his 
foreign backers in advance, but 
had to start the game himself. 
Once his insurrection was in full 
swing, Hitler and Mussolini saw to 
it that he could not lose, 


Peshevari’s Career. 


Stalin’s task in Iran was easier. 
His troops were already in Iran by 
agreement with the Iranian Gov- 
ernment and with his major allies. 
He therefore railed off “his” area 
fin the Soviet manner, arrested in- 
truders, including the Iranian au- 
thorities, trained and armed his 
rebels behind his fences and made 
sure that their insurrection was a 
guccess before—under strong UN 
pressure—he withdrew his troops. 

His rebels call themselves “dem- 
ecrats.” Their leader turns out to 
be a Communist called Jafar 
Peshevari. This particular quis- 
ling already served once before 
when, right after World War I, a 
minor Bolshevik called Stalin in- 
vaded Iran. At that time Stalin 
and his Jafar were rudely ordered 
eut of that country—by Nikolai 
Lenin. Stalin gave in then. But, 
persistent as usual, he managed to 
murse his puppet along for 25 
years in the Soviet Unjon. Then 
the chance came to repeat the 
coup—and today Jafar Peshevari 
is back again in the Azerbaijan 
capital at Tabriz. 


Cuckoo’s Egg Invasion. 


Like his fellow quislings, Bierut 
ef Poland and Tito of Yugoslavia, 
Peshevari was imposed upon his 
people by the Red Army. One 
would imagine that the least his 
protectors can do is to see that 
his troops are not beaten by the 
“Fascist” forces of Premier 
Qavam. 

This Iranian grab represents an 
interesting development of Soviet 
imperial technique. It is almost 
identical with what the Russians 
are doing in Manchuria. It might 
be called “invasion” by cuckoo’s 
egg — the egg being laid and 
hatched by the Red Army which 
then withdraws as the rebe] brood 
emerges and take over. Ican think 
of several other spots crying to be

“liberated” where the same trick 
might be successful. 

Here in America we shall prob- 
ably hear the (by now) shop-worn 
arguments in favor of Stalin’s ac- 
tion. There will be talk of the So- 
viet’s “right” to have yet another 
“friendly government” on_ its 
southern border, its equal “right” 
to have Iranian petroleum wheth- 
er the Iranians want to give it 
away or not. Much emphasis will 
be laid upon Iran’s decadence and 
the “feudalism” of its ruling class. 
We may be told that the forces 
of Communist Peshevari are not 
“real Communists.” Just demo- 
cratic “land reformers.” 

The fact remains, this Iranian 
business is about as crude a steal 
as any recorded. If Stalin is jus- 
tified in his present intervention 
in Iran, then the Allies were jus- 
tified in interfering in the Soviet 
Union in the period 1918-21. Old- 
fashioned democrats condemn 
both. So long as we have to live 
in a world of sovereign states, 
either ajl are going to enjoy real 
protection—or even the strongest 
will soon find itself terribly ex- 
posed. . 


Big Talk, Little Action. 


There is another resemblance 
that is even more disturbing. 
While Hitler and Mussolini were 
busy overthrowing the legitimate 
Spanish Government, the League 
of Nations did little or nothing to 
prevent them. In the present case 
of Iran, UN has talked big and 
done little. It has avoided going 
to the root of the controversy— 
foreign interference as a form of 
aggression. It has not protected, 
or tried to protect, Iran, 

It seems unable to decide the 
rules under which it expects to 
operate. It has as yet not even 
limited the great power veto that 
is its primary source of weakness. 
Its much advertised “realistic” 
Security Council cannot make up 
its mind to act “real” with a 
member who persists in boycot- 
ting meetings. 

In Iran, the Soviet Union is 
merely flouting the other powers. 
At Hunter College, its representa- 
tive is flouting the peoples of the 
United Nations who have _ spe- 
cifically agreed that the Security 
Council is acting “on their  be-' 
half” (Art. 24 of the Charter). 

Certainly, unless the United Na- 
tions mends its ways, any nation 
that entrusts its security to such 
keeping will deserve what it will 


get.

isters. This has had great consequences. Churchill, Stalin and 
Roosevelt were heads of governments, exerting authority not only 
ever the foreign offices, but over all other departments and over the 


armed forces as well. 


When the peace-making was 
reduced to the level of the foreign 
ministers, the subjects which they 
could discuss became seriously re- 
stricted. This was bound to hap- 
pen. Mr. Bevin, Mr. Molotov and 
Mr. Byrnes are at best equal col- 
leagues with, not superiors of, the 
military chiefs and the political 
-Jeaders at home. They are unable, 
therefore, to negotiate with full 
power, or even to explore thor- 
oughly the real issues in which 
their governments are most deeply 
interested. 


Preparation for War. 


As a result, the relations of the 
great powers are conducted at two 
levels. One is more or less visible; 
here we see the series of confer- 
ences which for many months have 
been working on treaties of peace 
with the European satellites of 
Germany. But there is also an 
invisible level of great power rela- 
tionships. Here we do not see 
much. But what we do see is suf- 
ficient to justify the hypothesis 
that all the great powers are act- 
ing on the assumption that they 
must prepare for a possible war. 

Here the strategists and the 
military planners are the real ad- 
visers of the diplomats. What they 
advise is not reported. But the 
effect can be felt in the immense 
importance which is being given 
to strategic points like Trieste and 
the Italian colonies. 


Dangerous Drift. 


When the foreign ministers 
meet, each of them has secret in- 
telligence and secret military in- 
structions. These determine the 
position he takes on the various 
secondary and incidental matters 
which are being negotiated. But 
the ministers do not negotiate on 
the primary issues which arise 
from the conflict of power, and are 
defined by the strategists and mili- 
tary planners whose business it is 


to see to it that vital interests can | 


be successfully defended in the 
event of war. 


Churchill, Stalin and Roosevelt 
might have discussed these pri- 
mary issues. For foreign ministers 
do not and probably cannot. Thus 
there is no progress in the making 
of peace, but on the contrary a 
most dangerous drift in the direc- 
tion of war. : 

If this drift cannot be arrested 
by the heads of governments, then 
the task will have to be attempted 
by public opinion. But it is enor- 
mously difficult for the people to 
do this because it is almost impos- 
sibly difficult for the press, even 
an altogether free press like our 
own, to report the invisible situa- 
tion. Military planning and mili- 
tary calculations are not easily 
reported in the newspapers, 


Secrets From the Public. 


Perhaps they should not be. But 
the curious thing is that these 
secret calculations are never in 
their main .elements secrets to 
those against whom they are di- 
rected, They are secrets from the 
public. They are not secrets from 
the governments, which keep 
themselves informed not by means 
of newspaper correspondents, but 
by means of intelligence agents. 

Mr. Molotov undoubtedly knows 
more about British and American 
military thinking and planning 
than do the people of Britain and 
the United States. And by the 
same token, Mr. Bevin and Mr. 
Byrnes know more about Soviet 
military ideas than the Soviet 
press and propaganda have any 
intention of publishing. 

Thus, to put it bluntly, the for- 
eign ministers meet and confer, 
with the idea of peace in the front 
of their minds and the idea of 
war in the back of their minds, 

Out of this there will have to 
come some day a peace conference 
—not a conference about the Axis 
satellites, but a’ peace conference 
among the Allies. The question is 
whether there can be an Anglo- 
Soviet-American peace conference 
now in order to prevent war, or 


later on to settle the wdr into 
which they will surely drift if 
they do not avert it. 


FASTWAL OF MUSI 
IMPRESSIVE, MOVIN 


Second Mass Demonstration 
Given by St. Louis Area 
School Group.

A mass demonstration of musi- 
cal accomplishment in the ele- 


mentary and high schools of great- 
er St. Louis was given yesterday 


afternoon in the Kiel Auditorium 
Convention Hall under the aus- 
pices of the Music Sponsors of 
Greater St. Louis. 

In official parlance it was the 
Second Annual Music Festival of 
the community’s schools with both 
the participating ensembles and 
the listening audience quadrupled

Moreover, the 3000 in- 
strumentalists and vocalists who 
were seen and heard in the audi- 
torium were only a fractional part 
of the total effort involved, since 
the final participants had gone 
through a thorough preliminary 
screening process. 

The demonstration was there- 
fore widely representative. It was 
also impressive and at times ex- 
tremely moving not only because 
of the impact of the music but 
because, as Bernard F. Dickmann 
pointed out, it was an occasion 
that suffered from no qualifica- 
tion of race, creed or politics. It 
was in essence and quite literally 
the voice of the coming genera- 
tion, — 

Elementary School Chorus. 

St. Louis, St. Louis county, and 
the counties of Madison and St. 
Clair in Illinois were variously 
represented. The largest group 
came, appropriately enough, from 
the largest school body. This was 
the St. Louis Public Elementary 
School Chorus, which sang a pro- 
gram of seven short and varied 
numbers under the direction of 
Helen Graves, the musical con- 
sultant of Harris Teachers Col- 
lege. The exemplary discipline and 
cohesion of this chorus was 
matched on a more mature level 
by the two mixed choruses from 
the white and colored high schools 
directed respectively by Miss Bir- 
die Hilb and C. Spericer Tocus. 

Creditable performances in the 
choral field were given by the 
Lutheran Elementary School] un- 
der the direction of Walter Wis- 
mar and the County High School 
Chorus conducted by Dallas Dra- 

er. r 
Tine choral ensembles had the 
advantage of a better acoustical 
position’ than the instrumental 
bands. The latter were seated on 
the main floor and, as it hap- 
pened, evoked a mixture of rever- 
berations from the hall which 
tended to blur the outlines of the 
music and produce an uneven bal- 
ance. Even so, the St. Louis Pub- 
lic High School Orchestra, Ernest 
Hares director, the St. Louis 
County Orchestra, E. Keither 
Richter, director, and the Illinois 
Band, Franklin Kreider, director, 
all disclosed a degree of com- 
petence in ensemble playing which 
reflected great credit on the 
schools and bands from which 
they were selected. 

A Professional Quality. 
The Illinois Band, which was 
chosen from the several high 
schools adjacent to St. Louis in 
Madison and St. Clair counties, 
had, indeed, a professional qual- 
ity in the body of sound it pro- 
duced, in its precision and its re- 
sponsiveness to direction. 

The program was brought to a 
conclusion with three numbers 
performed by the three combined 
high school choruses, accompanied 
by an all-high school orchestra 
and directed by Stanley Chapple, 
conductor of the St. Louis Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra and the guest 
conductor of the occasion. In the 
first number, an arrangement of 
“Go Down Moses,” the elementary 
high school chorus which was 
banked on both sides of the audi- 
torium in the balconies flanking 
the stage, coftributed a sort of 
echo organ effect. 

The stirring chorus by Jean 
Sibelius, “Onward Ye Peoples,” 
was given forth with a body of 
sound that had a truly surprising 
cohesion, and was well balanced 
in its parts.

STRIPPING OF US. 
ZONE IN REIGH FOR 
REPARATIONS ENDS 


Gen. Clay Orders Halt in 
Deliveries Until Pots- 
dam Agreement Is Put 
Into Effect. ' 


By RICHARD KASISCHKE 

BERLIN, May 27 (AP) — The 
United States has stopped repara- 
tions deliveries from its occupa- 
tion zone in the Reich, except for 
factories which already have been 
allocated, until all four occupying 
powers agree to put the Potsdam 
decision to administer Germany 
as an economic whole into effect. 

The new American policy was 
announced last night by Lt. Gen. 
Lucius D. Clay, deputy American 
military governor. 

Brig. Gen, William H. Draper 
Jr., chief of the United States 
military government’s economics 
division, outlined the American 
position as follows: 

“If Germany is to be divided 
permanently, our denuding of in- 
dustry in our zone would mere- 
ly give us the, dubious pleasure 
of always having to support Ger- 
many.” 

Heavy Burden on U. 8. 

The American taxpayers’ bur- 
den for occupation, mainly for 
food in the United States zone, 
has been running about one billion 
dollars annually, and food imports 
must be increased to prevent fam- 
ine in the west, military govern- 
ment authorities said. 

Under the Potsdam agreement, 
Russia was to receive 15 per cent 
of western Germany’s industrial 
capital equipment not needed to 
maintain a peace economy, in 
exchange for an equivalent value 
of food, coal and other mineral 
products from the Russian occu- 


pation zone. In addition, Russia | 


was to receive 10 per cent of the 
industrial equipment in the west- 
ern zones not nseded in peace- 
time, without payment or ex- 
change of any kind in return. 
Clay said the Americans had 
halted deliveries “to safeguard 
the economy of our zone” in the 
event—now considered a probabil- 
ity in some quarters—that the 


many propably would remain di- 
vided for some time into two 
parts: A Russian-occupied east- 
ern half and a western half occu- 
pied by the United States, Britain 
and France.

FOR OFFICIAL ENDING OF WAR, 


WASHINCTON, May 27 (AP)— 
Reconversion, Director John W. 
Snyder told Congress today he op- 
poses at this time any action 


which would declare an official 
end to the war. Synder told the 
House Judiciary Committee that 
“the time has not arrived when 
we can safely proclaim that either 
hostilities, the emergency, or the 
war have, in fact, ended” because 
of “the effect that such a declara- 
tion would have upon important 
war powers.” 

Snyder said the “most. signifi- 
cant” effect of any such declara- 
tion would pertain to the emer- 
gency labor bill which President 
Truman called for on Saturday 
and which the House almost im- 
mediately passed. Snyder said an 
official end to the war also would 
put an end to the Selective Service 
Act, whose continuance Congress 
now is considering, and would dis- 
rupt Government atomic bomb re- 
search and development at Oak 
Ridge, Tenn. 

Snyder recommended that in- 
stead of declaring an official end 
to hostilities, thus killing all legis- 
lation dependent upon such decla- 
rations, the Congress repeal from 
time to time those emergency laws 
which are found to be no longer 
necessary.

LONDON, May 27 (AP)—The 
Siamese legation declared in a 
communique today that French 
soldiers from Indochina have 
made two “unjustified attacks” 
on Siam, bombarding a town with 
artillery, machine-gunning vil- 
lages and invading Siamese ter- 
ritory, .

Rule 49, Sec, 8 reads: “If he 
(base-runner) fails to avoid a 
fielder attempting to field a bat; 
ted ball... or in any way ob- 


field a batted ball ,.. etc. the 
base-runner is out.” 
As the writer saw the play, 
Rocco made no attempt to avoid 
the collision, not even to the ex- 
tent of swerving from his straight 
path. He crashed into Berardino 
at the precise moment the ball ar- 
rived and all three went flying, 
Rocco landing on the bag. The re- 
sponsibility for avoiding a colli- 
on, according to the rules, rests 
with the runner, not the fielder.

Kramer retired the next two 
batters but his old bug-a-boo, wild- 
ness, caught up with him again 
and he walked the weak-hitting 
Don Ross.

SWISS SIGN PACT TO GIVE 
ALLIES HALF OF NAZIS ASSETS 


WASHINGTON, May-27 (AP)— 
Switzerland signed an agreement 


li jast night formally giving to the 


Allies half the Nazi Germany as- 
sets in that country, estimated by 
Allied officials at $700,000,000. In 


addition the Swiss give to the 
Allies $58,140,000 of the “looted 
gold” hoard the Nazis had in 
Switzerland. Announcement of 
the agreement was made last 
week, 

Representatives of the United 
States, Great Britain, and France 
signed the “accord and an an- 
nex,” ending 10 weeks of nego- 
tiations. Switzerland’s approval 
is subject to ratificaiton by the 
Swiss Parliament. 

The United States and Great 
Britain will get 28 per cent apiece 
of the funds realized in liquidat- 
ing the former German proper- 
ties. The United States will give 
up its share of the gold to 
France, Belgium and other coun- 
tries which had gold stolen from 
them by the Germans. 

French officials have expressed 
sharp dissatisfaction with the. 
agreement on the gold, claiming 
the other Allies had npt driven a 
hard enough bargain. During the 
conversations, it was agreed that 
there was at least $130,000,000 of 
Nazi gold in Switzerland.

AUSAGE is one of the most 

available forms of pork at the 

present time, so it is necessary 
to include it in our spring meals 
even though it is considered a 
cold weather meat, One trick in 
the preparation of the sausage 
casserole described today . does 
make it more appropriate for hot 
weather meals—and that is brown- 
ing the meat slowly to extract 
as much of the fat ‘as possible 
and then draining it off. Most 
gausage meat is very high in fat 
and the best way to eliminate the 
fat is to break the bulk sausage 
apart as much as possible in the 
skillet and then heat it slowly so 
that every particle separates suf- 
ficiently to allow the fat to drain 
to the bottom of the skillet, and to 
brown the meat uniformly. 


This drained-off sausage fat 
carries off with it some of the 
flavor of the seasoning and as a 
résult its use is limited. It does, 
however, make good gravy to 
serve on foods with a flayor that 
harmonizes with the vor of 
sage or kindred sausage season- 
ings. The use of tomatoes in this

Sausage Casserole. 

One pound sausage, one cup 
chopped green onions, two cups 
cooked macaroni, two cups cooked 
or canned tomatoes, one teaspoon 
salt, one-half cup grated cheese, 
one-half cup bread crumbs, one 
green pepper, sliced lengthwise, 
one tablespoon butter. 

Brown the sausage and onion in 
a frying pan. Drain off excess fat 
and save. Add macaroni, tomatoes, 
salt, and half the cheese. Put into 
a greased baking dish, sprinkle 
bread crumbs and remaining 
cheese over top. Cut green pepper 
in half lengthwise, remove core 
and membrane, and cut into 
lengthwise one-fourth-inch strips.

FTEN I am asked this ques- 
Q tion by the wife or someone of 

the family: “Doctor, what 
would Father do if he retired?” 
This question is only propounded 
to you by dire necessity and is 
either brought into the picture by 
some disease that is demanding 
release from the care of business, 
or a multiplicity of ailments that 
in the aggregate give evidence of 
impending danger. In this discus- 
sion the supposedly well man who 
seeks retirement is not considered 
as he must make his own deci- 
sion, 

The most pathetic and tragic in- 
stance is in the severely handi- 
capped individual. Let’s cite one 
case to illustrate my point with 
the understanding that there are 
many more situations comparable 
and the principle is the same in 
all of them, 

Mr. Blank is a successful busi- 
ness or professional man and he 
approaches the age of 70 and to 
all intents dnd purposes is in 
fairly good health—should he re 
tire or continue on may or may 
not come up for consideration. 
Without any argument I say he 
should retire, unless he is so sur- 
rounded by business associates as 
to put him into semi-retirement 
though not classified as such. 


This semi-retirement is prac- 
ticed by fewer responsibilities, 
shorter hours, semi-annual vaca- 
tions, the privilege ‘of enjoying in- 
side or outside hobbies at his dis- 
cretion and remaining home at 
the slightest signs of illness, in- 
clement weather, etc. This is a 
very satisfactory way to gradually 
retire, but is in a minority ag to 
its feasibility. 

Now let’s take the same type of 
person at 70, but with his activi- 
ties to continue without his slow- 
ing down. If he is in any posi- 
tion to retire, he should, Each 
year adds danger to his circula- 
tory system and anything can 
and often does happen. Would it 
happen otherwise? Not as soon, 
I am sure. 

I have seen such persons scorn 
advice as to the advisability of 
retiring while in fairly good shape 


only to be seen a year or two later 
with mental and physical deterio- 
ration to the point of incapacita- 
tion. A very tragic picture and 
one that might have been avoided 
or delayed, 

The person with impending dan- 
ger should retire if he is in a po- 
sition to do so and thereby save 
invalidism. I know there are peo- 
ple that continue at work and live 
to a ripe old age, but they have 
denied themselves many privileges 
and happy days. Their answer 
“would be they are happier at work 
than at leisure, but I must take 
issue with them on this point. 


This topic could be argued back 
and forth at great length, but 
after all this much is certain: (1) 
At 70 the heart and general vascu- 
lar system (blood vessels) undergo 
changes. The degree of changes 
varies in different individuals. (2) 
Each added year of mental and 
physica] strain on an already im- 
paired piece of mechanism invites 
danger. Then again the mental 
faculties begin to suggest arterial 
deficiency. (3) Retirement ig cer- 
tain to improve rather than add 
to the slow but sure natural 
changes that come with age. (4) 
There are many people that. live 
to old e while working, but 
there would be many more live to 
a ripé old age if relieved of the 
burden of worry.

IN ARMY AND NAVY training courses we found that the 
students progressed much faster than in previous college teach- 


ing. Why? Chiefly because the students saw a definite con- |

Too much of our education today is still not tied up with 
practical needs in later life, or at least not shown to the stu- 
dents as being practical. They must learn involved mathe- 
matical techniques because the teacher or the textbook re 
quires them to do so. It is a case of “art for art's sake.” 

But most of us dislike doing a task just because some- 
body tells us to do it, unless we can also see some logical 
reason to justify our expenditure of time. The great need in 
America is a re-orientation of our teachers and textbooks so 
they will show pupils the direct bearing of classroom lessons 
te practical problems in real life.
